Washington, Nov. 14.—M. Dupuy de 


Lome, the Spanish minister, in re- 
sponse to an inquiry of reports of notes 
passing between the United States 
minister at Madrid, Mr. Taylor, and 
tfie authorities there, showed the fol- 
lowing cablegram from the minister of 
foreign afjairs:

There is not the 
slightest foundation for such rumors, 
which are undoubtedly of filibustering 
origin."

pirate ship. Two mementos of an nn- 
iucky ship are a part of the name board 
from the stern of one of the boats and a 
piece of charred timber from the same; 
boat which was part of the outfit of the 
British ship Carniehill, which was on 
Sre not long ago at a Brooklyn pier. 
5be was afterward rebuilt and named 
the Charles B. Flint and-was burned 
at sea on her first voyage under the 
American flag. 


Relics from the wreck of the sloop-of- 


war Morning Star, which was sunk in 
1778 
by the explosion of 250 kegs of 


rnnpowder at the spot which is now 
the corner of Front and Broad streets; 
a sword which was sank three times, 
oh the steamers Tallapoosa, Cairo and 
Conestoga; a candlestick from the 
•wreck of the Spanish steamer Viscaya, 
which went to pieces on the Jersey 
coast; a bottle of black sand from bor- 
ings made in the search for a founda- 
tion for a lighthouse on the dreaded 
Diamond shoal, off Cape Hatteras, 
brought up from a depth of 105 feet be- 
low the sea floor, and a badly rusted 
pistol from the wreck of the steamer 
Wells City are other interesting re- 
minders that big ships as well as little 
ones are subject to the common faro 
which is supposed ultimately to over- 
take those who brave the d'angers of 
the deep and that depth is no safeguard 
against the wrecker. 


In addition to these are relics from 


tbe German steamer Artesia, which was 
wrecked in the strait of Magellan; the 
name plate from the wreck of the steam- 
er Atlantic, on the Nova Scotia coast; 
seme magnetic sand from Sable island!, 
a piece of the first Atlantic cable, a bot- 
tle of olive oil from the bark Roberts, 
which was rank in 1844, the bottle be- 
ing recovered iu 1S77; a gun from the 
steamer Bramhall, which took a cargo 
of arms to Turkey and did not return^a 
glass graduate from the British bark 
Lornty, which went ashore on Liberty 
island last winter, and a large number 
of other fragments of wrecks from va- 
rious parts of the American and West 
Indian coasts where the company has 
carried on its operations. 


Surrounding this strange collection 


are pictures of wrecks and rescues, bat- 
tered hulks and stove in steamers, divers 
and their apparatus ssd some old time 
photographs, one of them being of the 
now famous Competitor, which has 
been mixed up in so many alleged Cu- 
ban filibustering expeditions. This last 
picroie was taken ao years ago, when 
the vessel was at the pier on tbe Staten 
Island shore.—New York Tribune.

No doubt, if the fad were started, estab- 
lishments would vie with each other in 
the perfection cf their sleeping prepara- 
tions, aud we should be told that abso- 
lutely unbroken repose for any desired 
period could be obtained. 


Joking apart, however, there may be 


something in the contention that a great- 
er amount of sleep'is required by people 
nowadays, especially brain workers, 
than was formerly the case. Nicola 
Tesla, the electrician, is credited with 
saying that he believes a man might 
live 200 years if he would slec-p most 
of the time. That is why negroes often 
live to advanced old age, because they 
sleep so much. He also alluded to the 
carrent report that Mr. Gladstone now 
sleeps 17 hours every clay. There is 
something distinctly pleasant in ; the 
idea of an old age of such commanding 
intellect being kept -rigorous by the 
simplest of remedies.

He has substituted for 
Payer's large land masses a considerable 
number cf small islands and a large 
sea. He believes he has traced the arch- 
ipelago to its most northwestern point 
and Jhat his work, with that of Ifausen, 
has fixed its northern and northeastern 
limits. The climate and ice movements 
also seem to prove that there is no large 
northern extension of land, and the 
drift of ihe Fram confirms this belief. 
Franz-JcwphLaiid, after all, is nothing 
but a comparatively small archipelago. 


Jackson expects this fall to complete 


his mapping of these islands, and next 
spring he will get ont on the ice or the 
waters of Victoria sea, where Payer 
placed Zichy Land, and tempt any fate 
that fortune may have for him in the 
far north. "I look npon Queen Victoria 
sea," he wiote, "as my most favorable 
route northward next year. 
\Vheu the 


sun returns next spring, the mapping of 
Pianz-Joscf Land will be practically 
complete, and nothing should prevent 
my attempting the open water or the 
crust of ice of this sea." Mr. Harms- 
worth, who is footing the entire bill for 
the ccstly enterprise, says that this op- 
portunity of reaching the highest lati- 
' ude ever attained will not bo allowed 
o pass aud that Jackson will strain 
every nerve to beat Kansen's record.—

Many of the pres- 
ident's own fellow countrymen believe 
he has even been too severe and strict in 
bis interpretation-of neutrality laws, to 
the e^-ent of favoring Spain; tbat, too, 
although American sentiment is unan- 
imous for the independence of Cnba. 
And now as a reward for thus doing all 
that the treaty lavrs demand, and even 
more than that.- the American govern- 
ment is charged by one of Spain's lead- 
ing newspapers, The ImparciaJ, with 
continually conniving at filibustering. 
The same organ declares that neutrality 
in the United States toward Spain is 
"an odious fiction." It will be strange 
if the patience of the American govern- 
ment does not wear ont after a liitie 
while longer, especially aa. Spain is now 
even further from conquering tbe rebel- 
lion than she was in January, 1895, 
when it began. 


If there should be trouble with Tur- 


key, the small squadron of the, Unitec 
States now at Smyrna .would be ready 
to take a strong hand. Ic is under com- 
mand of Admiral Selfridge and consists 
of 4 vessels. Tbe largest aiid fastest 
is the flagship Minneapolis, which can 
travel 27 miles an hour.

He is a native of In- 
tiir.'js, inheriting through his immediate 
ancesrors a strain of Kentucky bleed 
which reveals itself ia his stature, fea- 
tures and individual characteristics. He 
is above G feet in height, portly and fine 
looking. His only facial adornment is a 
racstache. His hair is raven black. 


Mr. Hillis went to .Missouri when 


very yoac~, and those who know him 
say that all his ivoulth was since ac- 
qnirc-d by strict attention to his agricnl- 
tanil and horticultural interests. In ad- 
dition to the farai on which he resides 
he owns several sinaller ones in Gentry 
and Harrison counties, as well as an 
orchard of SO acres, from which he sells 
several thousand dollars' worth of ap- 
ples every antnmn. He also raises 
blooded stock, and is with all regarded 
as the most progressive tenner in his 
neighborhood. He is extremely jovial, 
a great entertainer, generous to the nn- 
fortunate and very popular at home. 


Mr. Hillig made his advent into the

That Mr. Hillis finds a satisfaction in 


doing something odd in the way of cam- 
paigning is evidenced by the fact that 
he is quite able, if he desired, to travel 
in princely style from the opening-to 
the closing of the campaign. 


It has become a custom in this age of 


fast railway trains, electricity and other 
conveniences for candidates for high 
offices to talk to voters from special 
trains, but here is at least one candidate 
who is willing to deviate from that 
aristocratic custom. 


With all his wealth Mr. Hillis could

Treatment of Itlootiy .-Murrain. 


A southern correspondent writes to. 


Tho Rnral New Yorker: 
' 


"We lost two heifera- lost week. They; 


were well nntil the day of death, then 
got weak, stiaiued to evacuate bowels, 
but with little effect, and feces hard. A- 
post mortem revealed that the bowels 
were clogged and bladder full of bloody 
nrine. 
The pasture is npland and 


swamp, and the grass is mnddy on the 
lowland. Since the heifers died three 
others have been sick. I gavo a pound 
of salts each and had the hard fecal 
matter removed from the rectum. They 
recovered." 


Comment.—I want to call particular 


attention to the treatment received by 
the three heifers that recovered- There 
may have been cases where the animal 
>o treated has died, bnt I have never 
heard of a single one. On the other 
nanci, thousands simply drenched wit 
all sorts of stuff have fallen victims t 
this scourge. Tlio truth of the matter i 
that tho partly digested food become 
so hard aod dry as to be practicably in 
permeable, to au.r amount of phj-sic thu 
a sane man wo«:d think of administer 
ing. Removal by linud-is the only wa 
of accomplish] is the object. Give th 
animal a well dilated doso of liusee 
oil, cpsoiu. sa'.ts or sulphate of soda 
Then quickly roll np your sleevas 
grease the hand, and arm well wit 
lard, vaseline or'the like and carefnllj 
remove by degrees all the fecal matte 
within rr.ach.. Repeat uvery half hoar 
if necessary,, until a natural conditioi 
is apparent I have, never known tlii 
treatment to fail. If k does in yonr 
ease, yon\ may rest pretty, well, assure 
that you began treatment too late an, 
.that nothing, else would have availed. 
Nothing hue easily digested food shouU 
be given, for some days after a nstura 
passage is secured. This i» an idea 
"murrain" year, so watch your cattk 
closely until after heavy frosts;.—JL C.
